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FOREWORD 


Tile  following  artkles  of  eugtosae  r^lirtwiM  ol  tiw  IMnd  Stetes 

are  quoted  for  the  guidance  of  exporters: 

"Abt.  1127.  CampUation  and  pvhlicaiion. — Statistics  of  imports 
and  exports  are  compiled  and  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Commerce  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  from  data 

supplied  by  collectors  of  customs  as  hereinafter  provided.  Corre- 
spondence relative  to  statistical  reports  should  be  addressed  to  the 
above  bureau  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

"Inquiries  relating  to  statistical  requirements  of  entries  and  export 
declarations,  and  the  procedure  of  coding  and  forwarding  these  doc- 
uments, should  be  addressed  to  the  section  of  customs  statistics  at 
New  York  (Department  of  Commerce),  formerly  Bureau  of  Customs 
Statistics,  Treasury  Department. 

"Art.  1133.  Shipper's  exp{^  dedaraiions. — ^The  kiuds,  quantities^ 
and  values  of  articles  exported  to  fore^  countries  or  snipped  to 
noncontiguous  territory  of  the  United  States  shall  be  compiled  from 
the  export  declaration  furnished  by  the  shipper  to  the  collector  of 
customs  at  the  port  of  exportation,  prepared  on  the  official  form  (Cus- 
toms Form  7525)  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  T.  D.  38410. 

"Art.  1135.  Value  of  exports. — All  articles  exported  to  foreign 
CQtuntries  or  shipped  to  noncontiguous  territory  shall  be  valued  at 
their  actual  cost  or  the  values  which  they  may  truly  bear  at  the  time 
of  exportation  or  shipment  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States  from 
which  they  are  exported  or  shipped,  including  the  vidue  of  cai^tons, 
cases,  crates,  boxes,  sacks,  and  coverings  of  any  kind. 

"The  value  stated  should  be  the  actual  cost  or  selling  price,  if  the 
goods  are  sold.  If  shipped  on  consignment  without  a  sale  having  been 
made,  the  market  value  at  the  time  of  exportation  in  the  ports  of  th^ 
United  States  from  which  exported  should  be  stated. 

Freight  and  other  charges  from  the  port  of  departure  in  the 
United  States  to  the  place  of  destination  in  the  foreign  country  or  non- 
epntiguous  territory  to  which  shippe4  must  not  he  iiMduded  in  the 
export  value. 

'Abt.  1137.  Country  oj  destination  of  exports. — If  the  country  of 
ultimate  destination  of  the  commodities  exported  is  different  from 
that  for  which  the  vessel  or  car  clears  or  departs,  collectors  will  require 
exporters  and  shippers  or  theu-  agents  to  state  in  the  shippers'  decla- 
rations as  the  country  of  ultimate  destination  the  country  to  which  the 
commodities  are  sold  or  destined  for  a  market. 

''Special  care  should  be  taken  to  state  the  final  destination  of  |;ooda 
shipped  through  Canada  to  Europe  and  of  goods  to  be  transshipped 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Netiierlandsi  Qermany,  and  France  ta 
other  countireB. 

"Akt.  1138.  Fractions  in  quantities  and  values. — In  the  expression 
of  'i^ues  in  export  declarations  and  statistical  copies  of  entries,  f rac*

tions  of  a  dollar  less  than  50  eeaats  will  be  ignored  and  fractions  of  50 
cents  or  upward  will  be  counted  as  one  dollar.  A  like  rule  will  apply 
to  fractions  of  weight,  measure,  and  tonnage. 

"Art.  1140.  Description  of  articles  exported. — The  description  of 
merchandise  in  export  declarations  must  be  stated  in  specific  and  not 
in  general  tenns.  Such  designations  as  'fruits,'  'provisiGiis/  'gro- 
cenes/  'canned  goods,'  'hardwaflre,'  'machinery,'  or  any  other  general 
t^rm  must  not  he  used,  but  the  articles  should  be  deaciibed  in  suffi- 
cient detail  to  pennit  of  their  dassfieation  under  the  i)roper  classes 
of  export  Schedule  B.  On  the  other  hand,  the  description  in  the 
declaration  should  not  be  in  the  detail  of  the  invoice,  enumeratmg 
the  various  kinds  and  grades  of  similar  articles,  which  would  neces- 
sitate a  laborious  condensation  into  the  official  export  clarification, 
but  should  be  a  recapitulation  of  the  articles  contained  in  the  ship- 
ment, with  total  quantity  and  value  of  each  kind  of  article.  . 

"The  kinds  of  packages,  boxes,  barrels,  bales,  etc.,  must  be  Rei- 
fied, with  quantities  in  the  unit  stated  in  Schedule  B,  in  net  weight 
where  required,  exclusiye  of  the  wei^t  of  barrels,  boxes,  or  otner 
bulky  coverings  and  of  salt  or  pictde  in  the  case  of  salted  or  ^dded 
fish  and  meats." 


To  rnsAvt  shippers  of  electrical  merchandise  in  the  preparation  of 

their  Shipper's  Export  Declarations,  the  Electrical  EJquipment  IMvi- 
sion  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  has  prepared 
the  ensuing  glossary  of  electrical  terms,  showing  in  what  class  of  the 
schedule  of  exports  the  various  articles  should  properly  appear.  The 
classifications  for  electrical  merchandise  are  hsted  in  the  pubUcation, 
Statistical  Classification  of  Domestic  Commodities  Exported  from 
the  United  States  (Schedule  B),  effeotive  January  1, 1928. 

In  addition,  the  glossary  contains  a  second  sst  of  listings  by  classes, 
cAiowing  the  various  numbered  daseifieatioBS  and  what  material  is 
contained  in  each. 

The  primary  object  of  this  work  is  to  assist  the  American  electrical 
industry  in  correctly  indicating  electrical  materials  on  the  export 
declaration  forms  that  the  export  statistics  compiled  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  from  these  declarations  will  reflect  the  true  extent 
and  kind  of  goods  exported.  The  use  already  made  of  this  glossary 
has  had  a  marked  effect  in  nedudeog  ike  mMGeUanaous  export  classi- 
fication "Sleotrical  goods,  n.  #.  a.  (not  ebewhero  ^lecified),"  and  if 
shippers  will  continue  to  follow  carefully  the  teims  and  instructions 
shown  herein  the  accuracy  of  the  figures  showing  the  exports  of  their 
particular  product  will  be  insured. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  EXPORTERS 

In  all  cases  when  making  out  a  Shipper's  Export  Declaration  the 
shippers  should  use  this  glossary  and  determine  the  proper  class  under 
which  each  item  of  merchandise  listed  falls  and  enter  the  numbers  in 
tiie  column  headed  "  C^Zoas  No."  This  is  of  vital  importance  and  will 
insure  that  our  exports  will  be  classified  &xactiy  as  destf^td  by  vajmH' 
f acturers  and  in  a  unifonn  manner. 

When  complete  machines  or  equipment  units  are  so  large  that 
they  are  sent  out  in  more  than  one  i^pment,  the  Shipper's  Export 
Declaration  for  all  shipments  except  the  last  should  show  only  the 
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value  of  the  portion  of  the  machinery  or  units  actually  exported  at 
the  time,  and  the  quantity  column  ^ould  be  left  blank.  A  state- 
ment as  follows  should  be  made  on  each  of  tiiese  declarations  after 
the  description  of  the  shipment: 

"Thds  declaration  covers  assembly  parts  for  complete  apparatus 
for  which  declaration (s)  was  (were)  made  on  (datea).    Unit  numb^s, 
will  be  recorded  on  the  final  declaration."  ^ 

Unit  numbers  will  be  recorded  on  the  final  declaration  and  on  it 
only.  On  the  final  declaration  the  numbw  of  machines  or  units 
must  be  put  in  the  quantity  column,  and  a  statranent  as  follows 
should  be  made  aftw  me  description  of  the  shipment: 

"This  declaration  covers  assembly  parts  for  complete  apparatus 
for  which  declaration (s)  was  (were)  made  on  (dates).  Tins  is  the 
declaration  for  the^TiaZ  shipment."
